Youth  and  speed  to  highlight  Wolves  in  2003

If  you  look  at  the  Co-Lin  football  field  house  close- 
ly you  can  see  the  changes  head  coach  David  Poinsett 
has  brought  and  labored  for  during  the  summer,  his  only 
request  is  for  it  all  to  come  together  on  the  field  and  in 
the  classroom  this  season.

(Southern  University),  offensive  lineman  Terrell 
Showers  of  Monticello  (Florida  A&M),  and  offensive 
lineman  Broderick  Jones  of  Stone  Mountain,  GA.,  (Ole 
Miss  walk-on). 

"We  lost  some  key  players  to  graduation  and  to 
some  other  stuff,  but  still  we  return  a  good  cast  on  both 
sides,"  said  Poinsett. 

Key  offensive  returnees  include  wide  receiver 
Jonathan  McLaurin  (5-9,  185)  of  Pinola  and  tight  end 
Billy  Williams  (6-1,  205)  of  Brookhaven.  Enterprise 
products  Shermaine  Vaughn  (6-1,  200)  and  Bobby  Smith 
(5-11,  225)  return  to  the  Co-Lin  backfield.  Jonathan 
Eley  (6-0,  265)  of  Monticello  also  returns  at  running 
back.

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Surprising  2003  Men's  Tennis  Team  Finishes  13-4  and 
No.3  in  the  Nation  (Academically) 


Last  spring  Co-Lin  men's  tennis  team  finished  the 
spring  season  with  a  surprising  13-4  won-loss  record, 
in  addition  to  ending  the  year  as  the  No.  3  team  in  the 
NJCAA  Academic-Team-of-the-Year  with  a  3.36 
grade-point  average. 

"After  finishing  the  2002  season  as  the  national 
champion  Academic-Team-of-the-Year,  we  weren't 
really  surprised  to  be  highly  ranked  with  our  players' 
grades,"  said  veteran  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre.  "But  after 
losing  a  lot  of  good  players  to  graduation  last  spring 
and  a  few  other  rookies  at  the  Christmas  break  due  to 
other  problems,  we  weren't  sure  that  we  would  win 
any  matches  at  all  this  season  back  in  January.  We 
only  had  four  players  at  the  Christmas  break  and  it 
takes  at  least  six  to  have  a  full  team." 

At  the  end  of  fall  semester,  the  2003  Wolfpack 
consisted  of  two  Monticello  veterans  in  Distinguished 
Academic  All-American  Ben  Lambert  (No.  4  in  2002) 
and  Clay  Ladd  (No.  6  in  2002)  along  with  hard  work- 
ing rookies  Jeff  Williams  of  Silliman  Institute  in 
Louisiana  and  Ryan  Canon  of  Brookhaven  Academy. 

"We  were  lucky  to  find  Matt  Byrd  of  Brookhaven 
and  Ryan's  older  brother,  Jon  Canon,  in  addition  to 
trio  of  reserves  in  Tyler  O'Neal  of  Jayess,  Jaime 
Torres  of  Crystal  Springs,  and  Jeremy  Vanover  of 
Brookhaven,  the  Wolfpack's  second  Distinguished 
Academic  All-American  for  2003,"  said  Mclnture 

"The  2003  team  will  go  down  in  my  memory  as 
our  most  surprising  team  ever!"  said  Mclntyre. 
Williams  carried  a  huge  load  for  the  team  playing  both 


No.  1  singles  and  doubles  and  partnered  with  much 
improved  No.  2  Ladd. 

"Jeff  and  Clay  caught  an  awful  lot  of  'heat'  play- 
ing at  the  top  of  the  line-up  in  a  league  that  has  quite  a 
number  of  nationally  ranked  foreign  players.  Even 
though  he'd  been  playing  for  less  than  two  years, 
freshman  Ryan  Canon  did  a  great  job  playing  No.  3 
singles  and  No.  2  doubles  with  No.  4  singles  Lambert. 
Only  playing  since  late  January,  No.  5  singles  Byrd 
and  No.  6  singles  Jon  Canon  combined  skills  to  be 
among  the  states  best  at  No.  3  doubles.  Even  as  a 
long-time  coach,  it's  still  amazes  me  how  quickly 
some  players  can  progress  and  the  Canon  brothers  are 
perfect  examples.  Both  are  extremely  hard  workers 
and  it  paid  off  with  both  being  among  the  top-seeds  in 
their  divisions." 

Looking  at  2004,  the  loss  of  Ladd,  Lambert,  Byrd, 
Jon  Canon,  Torres,  and  Vanover  the  Wolves  will  have 
(many)  big  shoes  to  fill.  Along  with  No.  1  Williams, 
No.  3  Ryan  Canon,  and  reserve  O'Neal,  the  team  will 
be  looking  to  find  many  new  faces.  Among  the  hope- 
ful recruits  are  Craig  Smith  (brother  of  CL's  2001  No. 
4  singles  state/regional  champ  Chad  Smith)  and 
Jimmy  Latham,  Brookhaven  Academy  state  doubles 
champions,  Caleb  DeBold  (brother  of  2002 
Distinguished  Academic  All-American  and  No.  5  sin- 
gles Josh  DeBold  of  Monticello),  Donald  Clark  of 
Chicago,  IL,  and  a  number  of  other  area  high  school 
players. 
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The  2002-2003  Lady  Wolves  Tennis  Team  finished 
•  No.  1  in  the  nation  in  grade  point  average,  higher  than 
any  other  male  or  female  team  this  past  spring.  They  also 
shined  on  the  court  finishing  1 2th  in  the  National 
Tournament  in  College  Station,  Texas  with  a  dual  match 
record  of  13-1.  Kimberly  McBride  and  Ashley  Matthews 
won  their  3rd  State  Championship  at  No.  3  doubles  (with 
partner  Kathy  Phillips)  and  No.  4  singles  respectively.  All 
six  participants  in  the  State  and  National  Tournaments 
were  nationally  ranked  in  the  fall  and/or  spring  ITA  rank- 
ings. 

The  "Super  Sophomores"  compiled  an  impressive  list 
of  accomplishments  in  two  years.  They  leave  with  a  life- 
time record  of  31-1  in  dual  matches,  each  won  an  individ- 
ual and  team  State  Championship  and  finished  ranked  No. 
10  in  the  Nation,  Co-Lin's  best  ever  finish.  Lindsey 
Phillips  ended  the  season  ranked  No.  12  in  the  Nation  in 
singles  and  No.  15  in  doubles  as  our  No.  1  player. 
Kimberly  played  No.  2  and  ended  up  ranked  No.  36  in  the 
Nation.  Jessica  Phillips,  a  National  semi-finalist  last  year, 
paired  with  Lindsey  at  No.  1  doubles  and  was  nationally 
ranked  in  singles,  too.  Ashley  dominated  at  No.  4  singles 
and  ended  up  ranked  No.  58  in  singles  and  No.  35  in  dou- 
bles nationally.  Reserve  player  Anna  Gatlin  joined  the 
team  in  the  spring  and  won  each  time  she  played  in  the 
line-up. 

Anna  tops  the  list  academically  as  she  was  named  a 
Distinguished  Academic  Ail-American.  She  was  joined  by 
Ashley,  Kimberly  and  as  Academic  All- Americans. 
Jessica  was  also  named  to  the  Second  Team  All-USA 
Academic  Team  and  inducted  into  Copiah-Lincoln's  Hall 
of  Fame.  This  is  the  first  time  four  players  were  selected 
as  Academic  All- Americans. 

The  2003-04  season  rests  on  the  shoulders  of  an  out- 
standing group  of  newcomers  as  only  Ashley  Hall  of 
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No.  1  Academic  Team  in  the  Nation  Lady  Wolves  Tennis

Incoming  freshmen  include  State  Champions

state  tournament  in  girl's  doubles  and  Brooke  played 
mixed  doubles.  Both  are  active  in  summer  league  play  out 
of  Monticello.  Finally,  Mary  McCombs  is  from 
Lumberton  High  School,  a  participant  in  the  state  tourna- 
ment in  girl's  singles  for  the  past  three  years.  She  brings  a 
booming  serve  and  strong  ground  strokes  to  the  Lady 
Wolves.
